“SURGING LIFE” 


Dr Franklin Fry, President of 
the United Lutheran Church In 
United States, and Vice- 
Chairman of the Central Com- 
mittec, described the World 
Council as “a manifestation of 
the | surging fe in the 
Churches.” 


“The World Council means 
that the Churches have a new 
vivid consciousness to guide, 
Instruct and reprove the 
tremendous forces that are 
moulding the modern oge, und 
an organ through which to 
mate an effectlve tmpact,” 
said, 


“Even if today’s threats were 
lessened, ‘there is no doubt that 
the Churches would stny  to- 
gether.”
